Step #3 on page 3 teaches g^mping at 
least some candidoie sets into covers. Step #4 on page 3 discloses using a cover to generate a 
query %whieh can be used to populate the target relation ar>d, hence, \^iiich rtprcscnts a source 
$chcma4o4aiget schema mapping. 

5. Likewise, ai least the remaining independent claims are fuUy disclosed in the enclosed 
documenx.
